The cabinet move cutting off 
help for some Alberta mines to¬ 
wards the Ontario market, of¬ 
ficials said, results from the fact 
that low-grade coal from these 
collieries has been going to On¬ 
tario and giving Alberta coal gen¬ 
erally a poor reputation. 

Alberta mines from which the 
subvention is being removed, gen¬ 
erally sub-bituminous, are those 
classified by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment as in its “group 5“ and 
in strip-mining operations clas¬ 
sified as in Alberta’s “group 4.”

Pembina area, three Edmonton

Coleman town council members 
attending the regular meeting on 
Wednesday evening heard Mayor 
Frank Aboussafy and Deputy 
Mayor Jock Ramsay commend the 
provincial government for their 
efforts turned towards trying to 
rehabilitate unemployed miners, 
and ease the unemployment situ¬ 
ation in Coleman that has arisen 
with the shutdown of one Cole¬ 
man mine and the tipple plant. 

Deputy Mayor Ramsey, who has 
been spearheading Coleman or¬ 
ganizations in meetings with the 
government committees, stated he 
had received a letter requesting 
that he attend a meeting to be 
held in Edmonton on Monday, 
May 10, at which time Minister 
of Industries and Labor, M. Will- 
more, would be present. Since 
Mayor Frank Aboussafy recently 
had returned from a trip to the 
U. S. A. over the week-end, he 
also accompanied Mr. Ramsey to 
the capital city. 

Mr. Ramsey informed the coun¬ 
cil that attending the three-hour 
meeting in Edmonton were Min¬ 
ister Willmore, Deputy Minister 
J. E. Oberholtzer, Mine Director 
J. A. Dutton, W. A. R. Rees, di¬ 
rector of single men’s relief; J. A. 
Ferguson, provincial immigration 
supervisor; W. Whittacker, secre¬ 
tary of the Western Coal Oper¬ 
ators Association; Mr. Cave, of 
the Edmonton National Employ¬ 
ment Service, and John Stoko- 
luk, and J. Susnar, of District 18 
of the UMWA. Mr. Ramsey add¬ 
ed that a progressive report of 
the committee investigating that 
had visited Coleman recently, was 
given. The report shoVed that 301 
men had registered with the com¬ 
mittee and that when registering 
that 47 had indicated their will¬ 
ingness to accept farm work and 
five had signified that they would 
accept this as a last resort. In¬ 
cluded in the 300 unemployed 
were 233 married men and 66 
single. Out of the registration that 
took place so far 30-odd men have 
gained Successful employment. 

For the younger men that have 
become unemployed it was sug¬ 
gested that the possibility of a 
vocational training course may be 
considered to give these young 
men the opportunity to re-estab¬ 
lish themselves in other work. 

While taking the training it 
was made understood that should 
employment come up they would 
be obligated to accept this em¬ 
ployment and return to voca¬ 
tional training on cessation of 
the employment. Mr. Ramsey also

Bakery Quickies — for Housecleaning Time: 

Spring and Housecleaning! What a shame to have to combine such 
a delightful season with such dreary, dreaded tasks. But, it’s all for 
the good, don’t you think? Next month, when the vegetable garden 
and the new flowerbed demand your attention, you can forget about 
the inside of the house, and really enjoy your communion with the 
damp, brown earth! 

To make mealtime tasks easier, and preparation time shortei, 
we suggest a few bakery “quickies" for early springtime days. 

1. You know it’s really spring when you carry home from market 
your first, long bunch of pink rosy rhubarb. It’s refreshing, fragrant 
flavor lifts spirits and shaprens lagging appetites. Add a little honey 
to your rhubarb sauce as it cooks, to give it a "honer ol a Havor. 
Serve the RHUBARB SAUCE with breakfast toast, or as the perfeci 
accompaniment to a BAKER’S FRESH CAKE for an easy lunch¬ 
time dessert. 

2. You will need some easily prepared, quick meals if you get all 
the extra scrubbing and cleaning done these next few weeks. Heie s 
an idea for a meal that satisfies — when you see it and when you 
eat it! CHICKEN and SPICED HAM SANDWICH AU GRATIN. 
Place slices of spiced ham and chicken on squares of enriched white 
toast. Cover with rich mushroom gravy. Make it from canned con¬ 
densed soup, or add sauteed mushrooms to gravy left from Sunday’s 
dinner. Sprinkle sandwich generously with grated Canadian Cheddar 
Cheese. Brown under broiler until the cheese melts. Serve with a 
tart fruit salad and a steaming hot beverage. 

3. Spring showers may be splashing your clean windows, but bright 
yellow LEMON ROLLS will have you singing in the rain, they’re so 
easy to make. For one pan of eight Brown ’n Serve dinner rolls 
combine the following: 

One-(quarter cup sugar, one teaspoon grated lemon rind and one 
tablespoon melted butter or margarine. Spread the lemon mixture 
over the bottom of a loaf pan (which fits the rolls.) Place rolls with 
tops down, over the mixture. Bake in a moderately hot oven (400 F.) 
for 15 minutes. Let rolls stand in pan one minute after removing from 
oven. Invert pan to remove rolls so lemon mixture is on top. Serve 
immediately. 

4. Along with the flowers that bloom in the spring, come large 
supplies of new-laid eggs. Serve this economical protein food, HAM 
and EGGS A LA KING style, sparked with horseradish, over slices 
of golden brown enriched toast. 

For three servings of Ham and Eggs A La King, make one cup 
of medium white sauce. Blend in one-quarter teaspoon dry mustard 
and two teaspoons prepared horseradish. Add one cup of cubed, 
cooked ham and two chopped hard-cooked eggs. Serve piping hot 
over enriched toast points, or over fresh baking powder biscuits from 
your nearest bakeshop. 

5. Rating top billing on your spring menus is FUDGE BANANA 
CREAM CAKE. It’s the pantry-shelf answer to a quick dessert on a 
busy day. To your grocery list add an uniced loaf cake, one-half 
pint of whipping cream, bananas and prepared fudge sauce. When 
ready for dessert, slice the cake into two portions, horizontally. Place 
sliced bananas and whipped cream between and over the layers. 
Pour hot fudge sauce over each serving. 

6. Interested in a quick, tangy lunch or supper dish? Combine one- 
half pound grated Canadian Cheddar cheese with one can condensed 
tomato soup in the top of a double boiler. For extra tang add several 
pinches of dry mustard and a drop of tabasco sauce. Cook until 
cheese melts, blending thoroughly with a wooden spoon. Pour the 
piping hot CHEESE - TOMATO “POUR” over buttered enriched 
toast, or over handsful of crisp bread cubes. Garnish each serving 
with a crisp bacon strip. Serve immediately. 

7. Planning to have your kitchen fresh as a daisy, too? Why not begin 
with the BREAD AND CAKE BOXES. Warmer weather is made to 
order for the development of mold spores, and too many of them can 
spoil even a fresh loaf of bread. Wash the box or drawer with hot, 
soapy water, followed by a thorough rinsing witfertooiling water. Dry 
with a clean towel, and leave the box open, preferably on a window 
sill to sun and air. 

8. IT’S NOT ALL FOR THE BIRDS — that whole wheat or enriched 
white bread left in the bread box. It can make it’s next appearance 
as dry toast, French toast, cinnamon toast, hot-milk toast, or crunchy 
croutons. Still the same nutritious food, no matter how it’s eaten — 
soft or dry.

Common to all Canada is the current problem of Con¬ 
servation. Whirfh is not to say that it follokvs the same 
pattern, because while the old settled sections of the east 
are struggling to replace thoughtless waste of natural re¬ 
sources, which followed the cutting of the forests and set¬ 
tling the land, the outposts of today are trying not to com¬ 
mit the offences and to plan ahead for the generations who 
will have to live when the wealth of today has been har 
vested and spent. 

Conservation is sometimes described as an inadequate 
term for many activities which it embraces. But it is 
not so far out, at that. In the early days of Canada, our 
grandmothers made a special preserve called a “conserve”. 
It gathered the riches of the harvest of fuits, tied it all up 
together and added a sufficient quantity of sugar to make 
sure that it would keep against the cdld days of winter when 
fresh fruit was not available. 

She used it up during the winter, but in her thrifty 
habits as housewife and gardener she still had, year after 
year, Dhe fruits from the well tended bushes from which to 
make her “conserve” 

The preservation of these natural resources is the first 
duty of those who are organized these days under the ban¬ 
ner of Conservation. They will make good farms, fine for¬ 
ests, beautiful parks which will be used and still preserved 
for generations to come They will be the best fruits of the 
Conservation movement “done down” for the perpetual use 
and enjoyment of Canadians. 


Tourist Business is Your Business, 
Because it's EVERYBODY'S 
BUSINESE. 

Whatever you happen to do for a living, whe¬ 
ther you work in industry, farming, trade or some 
other business or profession, you can be sure that 
some part of your income comes from VISITORS 
to your community or to your country. 

Visitor expenditures are larger and involve a 
wider range of purchases than most people re¬ 
alize. According to the Dominion Bureau of Sta¬ 
tistics. American visitors alone spent $232,000,000 
in Canada in 1953. To this should be added the 
$20,000,000 spent by other visitors to Canada an$ 
the huge amount (so far never calculated> spent by 
Canadians themselves on interprovincial or inteir 
regional visits and travel. 

An estimate of how the American dollars are 
spent is given. This shows only the primary dis¬ 
tribution of tourist expenditures. 

These first recipients of tourist dollars must in 
their turn gc on to buy supplies, employ labor, pay 
taxes, etc. This results in a secondary distribution 
of much of each dollar, benefitting many other 
parts of the economy. 

The tourist business therefore is a source of 
livelihood for many Canadian people and a major 
factor in Canadian economic development.

My scientific friend takes his 
four children out on “bring-em- 
back-alive” park trips several 
times a year. For instance, 
when they are near a brook, 
the children wade through it 
with cheesecloth or wire sieves 
catching tadpoles, cray fish or 
minnows. With the same equip¬ 
ment they run through a field 
collecting insects. Where the 
conservation laws permit, they 
pick wild flowers, leaves or rock 
specimens. 

Their park visit is one grand 
treasure hunt. But the treas¬ 
ures are supplied free by gen¬ 
erous Mother Nature. And the 
children are stimulated by their 
own curiosity to learn more 
about their finds when they get 
home. 

Incidentally with some forms 
of wild life, camera traps can 
be a fine substitute for personal 
observation. Just rig a camera 
and flash attachment, triggered 
by bait, before retiring. Night¬ 
feeding animals will take the 
bait and their pictures are taken 
at the same time, 

The staffs of Museums and 
Department of Lands and For¬ 
ests plan scientific adventures. 
Perhaps they can help you sea¬ 
son four families’ Summer trip 
with some simplified science!

These requirements call for both 
an aircraft of the Neptune type, 
and for a larger aircraft with a 
greater carrying capacity. In con¬ 
nection with this latter type, the 
ROAF has decided to convert the 
Bristol Britannia, designed as a 
passenger carrying aircraft, into 
a maritime patrol plane to meet 
ROAF requirements. 

Initially the Neptunes will likely 
supplement the Lancasters now in 
maritime service, rather than re¬ 
place them completely. Allocation 
of the Neptunes, as they arrive to 
the BCAF’s maritime squadron, 
will be on a priority basis. In this 
regard consideration will have to 
be taken of Canada’s NATO com¬ 
mitments, which involve the East 
Coast maritime squadrons.

Farm, Forest Revenue 
At New High 
During 1953 

Farm and forest revenue in the 
fast-growing Creston - Wynndel 
district headed over the $3,500,000 
mark during 1953. 

Lumber production was esti¬ 
mated at $1,250,000 in the Creston 
area and $400,000 in Wynndel for 
a combined total of $1,650,000. 

Farm products were in the vi¬ 
cinity of $2,000,000, with wheat 
valued at $501,928; coarse grains 
at $146,330; hay at $98,700; peas 
at $47,200, and beef, poultry and 
eggs, $75,500 — totalling in all 
$869,758. 

No estimates were available for 
Creston’s new hop growing in¬ 
dustry. 

Fruit estimates were $429,200 
for apples; $442,650 for other fruit_ 
and $3,000 for honey — a total 
of $874,800. 

Farm population in the Creston 
Valley district was 4000; and em¬ 
ployed were 2200 persons, it was 
estimated. In operation were 
3500 farms with 39,000 acres of 
land under cultivation. Field crops 
took up 20,000 acres and 5000 
acres were in fallow. 

Survey of cattle showed there 
were 1500 head; 1000 swine, 800 
sheep and a poultry flock of 6000. 

Average grain yields ran 40 bu¬ 
shels to the acre for wheat; 65 
for oats, 45 for barley and 20 for 
flax, while peas were estimated at 
1400 pounds to the acre. 

Shipped daily by rail and by 
truck were 500 gallons of milk. 

'Hay grown in the Lister dis¬ 
trict (Association only) estimated 
at 3200 tons. Much of this is bo 
ing shipped out of the district. 

The lumbering industry em¬ 
ployed 200 at Creston and 70 at 
Wynndel. Payroll estimated at 
$600,000 and $200,000. About 7,- 
000,000 feet board measure of 
lumber were produced in Creston 
and 2,300,000 f.b.m. in Wynndel; 
in Creston 900,000 apple boxes 
were manufactured; 300,000 in 
Wynndel. 

Creston district’s fertile lands 
have also been chosen for experi¬ 
mental growing of hops and pep¬ 
permint, for peppermint oil. 

There are two grain elevators 
here and one at Wynndel, each 
with a capacity of 250,000 bushels.

The knock on the door in the 
middle of the night means trou¬ 
ble anywhere. But when someone 
has come miles and miles Its 
double trouble. 

And it was literally that for. 
Miss Sarah Miller, RN., nurse In 
charge of the Red Cross Out¬ 
post Hospital at Bamfield on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

The knock came at 5:00 a.m. 
It was a woman In labor—and in 
a hurry. So much of a hurry that 
Nurse Miller didn’t have time to 
turn on the lights In the hospi¬ 
tal, she used the flashlight she 
had snapped up when she got out 
of bed. But, as she has often done, 
her report to Miss Lillian MacMil¬ 
lan director of Outpost Hospitals 
for the Red Cross read, “baby 
delivered safely and both mother 
and baby well.” 

All Red Cross hospitals could 
be termed at the end of nowhere, 
as this Is their purpose, to give 
nursing care where there are no 
other facilities. The nurses who 
staff these hospitals while they 
have up-to-date medication and 
equipment often work under con¬ 
ditions approaching the pioneer¬ 
ing efforts of our forefathers. 

They use every mode of trans¬ 
portation from cars to snow shoes. 
Miss Miller often takes journeys 
to the remote lighthouse at Cape 
Beale on the southwest comer of 
Vancouver Island. 

She goes in a lifeboat and 
changes in mid-ocean to a smaller 
boat which will get her through 
a small gap in the rocks leading 
to the lighthouse where she keeps 
a watchful eye on a patient who 
has high blood pressure. 

Her spartan life can be equalled 
in almost all of the other nine 
Red Cross hospitals scattered 
throughout B.C. Cecil Lake closed 
at the end of the year was ap¬ 
proaching its 20th year of opera¬ 
tion. Transportation and popula¬ 
tion had grown so in that time, 
that the hospital was no longer 
needed in its outpost capacity and 
patients could easily get Into Ft. 
St. John to hospital there. But 
should an outbreak or emergency 
happen in that area, Miss Mac 
Millan points out that five mar¬ 
ried former Red Cross nurses live 
up there and would be ready to 
swing into action. 

Nurse Sophia Smith really 
should have taken a course in 
veterinary work according to Miss 
MacMillan. She frequently is cal¬ 
led upon to sew up dogs clawed 
by cougars near Kyuquot. That’s 
cougar country where the women 
think nothing of shooting cougars 
on their back porches. 

‘“It’s really isolated," says Miss 
MacMillan and adds, “the mother 
Of aU storms must live right up 

am.* 

Much of the work is done on 
the nearby Indian reservation. A 
call for Nurse Smith brings her 
out in her hip boots and into a 


fishing boat, from whence she is 
transfered into an Indian canoe 
then she wades the last bit into 
shore if the weather is rough. 

Nurse Molly Lee at Hudson 
Hope nursing station away up 
north has more work to do now 
with the influx of population due 
to oil drilling in the area. It all 
creates more work for the Red 
Cross outpost and once again 
transportation difficulties like 
mud and snow are experienced.

So they appointed a man to tell 
everybody about it, with the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific providing a railway 
auditorium, and both Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific un¬ 
dertaking to move this “Classroom 
on Wheels" on their western lines. 
He was soon known as the "Trav¬ 
elling Schoolmaster” and the pub¬ 
lic response was immediate and 
hearty. The Canadian Forestry 
association was his sponsor. 

This interest in tree planting 
has now spread to field shelters 
for the increase of grain yields and 
the protection of farm soils. Fifty 
to sixty sections, co-operatively 
planted with sheltering trees 15 
years ago have proved their worth 
through restored water tables, in¬ 
creased crop yields and insurance 
against disaster in bad years. 

Once again this unique travel¬ 
ling schoolroom will be visiting 
prairie communities on its thirty- 
'fourth consecutive tour of the 
west. The programs presented to 
both adults and school pupils dem¬ 
onstrate what can be accomplished 
by the use of trees, and also pro¬ 
vided practical planting instruc¬ 
tions in what trees to plant, and 
how to plant them, the. laying out 
of the home grounds, and the de¬ 
velopment of shelterbelts and field 
shelters.

Cattle Raising Still 
Big Industry In Alberta 

CALGARY.—The great ranches of the Rocky Mountain 
foothills and plains of Alberta have djsappearod, and the 
lo ig cattle drives to market are remembered now only by a 
few oldtimers. Yet, cattle raising still is a big industry in 
Alberta. There are more cattle in the province now than 
ever "before. 


In a normal week, about 5,000 
cattle are delivered to the stock- 
yards in Calgary, heart of the 
ranching country. Cash returns to 
stock producers in 1953 totalled 
more than $35,500,000. 

Each week day trucks loaded 
with cattle stream into Calgary 
from farms and ranches within a 
100-mile radius. At the start of the 
week, trucks sometimes are lined 
up for blocks leading to the 22- 
acre stockyards and its 700 pens. 

In 1953, some 264,000 cattle and 
calves, 146,000 hogs, 41,000 sheep 
and 1,300 horses were delivered to 
the yards. Actual sales included 
232,000 cattle and calves, 85,000 
hogs and 11,000 sheep. The re¬ 
mainder were handled for feed and 
water on through-billing. 

On the peak day last year, 418 
trucks stopped at the yards, fol¬ 
lowed by 353 trucks the next day.
